Finslly. after 
much consultation with their con- 
science, twelve decided to play ball 
ÎCT "he tirr.c being.

Flnt Patent luiiurd 1617 

The first patent ever recorded 
was ifsued in England, the llth of 
March, 1617, for a period of Iwcnty- 
onc years. The Judge stated that 
the first patent on the North Ameri- 
can continent was Issued in Massa- 
chusetts in 1641, for a novel method 
of refining salt. In Canada, the 
first patent, after an act more clear- 
ly defining the extent of a patent, 
was issued to Noel Gushing, a resi- 
dent of Montreal, in 1884, Noel 
Gushing was one of the Inventors 
spoken of particularly by Judge 
Survcyer. Cushing's ancestor, from 
whom all the Cushings in North 
America are supposed to be de- 
scended, land«d in Boston, after 
having had - to heave England be-

Campaign Proceeds to Be 
Distributed Propor- 
tionately

The .Amalgamated Charities 
Campaign wa.s officially' opened 
yc.'.tfirfJay with an organizational 
luncheon for Supervisors at the 
Facility Club. Phns for con- 
(lijctinK tlie campaign, methods 
of collection unit returns and 
otlifr fjptail.-. were con.=iflered by 
the conirnittee and Registrar T. 
H. Matthews, was also present. 

The prevailing spirit seemed to 
be a realization nn the part of all 
of the seriousness of the general 
situation in particular the fact that, 
the need thU year being greater 
than ever before. McGill student* 
must accept their responsibility 
and must' enthuisiastically contri- 
bute to the drive to the actual 
point of sacrifice. 

The fact that two hundred and 
fifty students have voluntarily of- 
fered their services for the Cam* 
paign is interpreted by the .C^^ 
mittee as a decidedly encov 
indication, foe it is felt tha| 
spirit Is a reflection of the geiierir 
student feeling. If this is true, one 
can without, fear ipredict the: ulti- 
mate success of the venture. 

Proportional Division. 

As previously explained, the idea 
of having^ an Amalgamated Chari- 
ties Campaign— one drive instead 
of three— was Insmated on the 
campus some leiien years ago. Of 
all monies collected. 71% is don- 
ated to the Federated Charities, 
18% to the Cathçlic and 13% to 
the Jewish. To arrive at this esti- 
mate, records of the last five years 
in which separate drives were held 
were studied, average contributions 
from each denomination were de- 
duced. These resulting averages 
compared to one another on the 
basis of 10a% formed the terms of 
the present distribution. In this 
way every dollar collected is divid- 
ed in a truly representative fash- 
ion. 

Student Co-OperatioB Asked. 

The Committee would like every 
person to help '.he cnnvassers as 
mucii as possible. This may best 
be done by being prepared to give 
his donation when he Is contacted, 
and not, by lack of foresight, neces- 
sitate repeat calls. Everyone will 
be approached, iomc people more 
than once: but iinco it Ls difficult 
to say just when tiic coniact will 
be made, all are earnestly request- 
ed to have their money on hand 
at all. times. 

Furthermore the Committee en- 
courages criticism and questions oa 
any part of the campaign. Such, 
remarks or requests for informa- 
tion .ire being handled by the Chair- 
man and ïuch details as are re- 
quired will be submitted for pub« 
lication to the Daily by the Chair- 
man or some .other authorized per< 
son.

The copper mine closed tel fall. Many of 
the miners moved to the factory towns. Some 
of tliem stayed nnvl worked in llie itcarby 
plants. A few tried to work Iho .-ioil, b\tt you 
can't grow much on .slag licaps. Other.s arc 
destroy ing the town and selling the scrap. 
Forsaken Town 

You ride past an unused railroad station. 
A lew cement ioundations of former houses 
greet you. Around the corner a l«rg« gloomy 
building sits like a Buddlta, beside a grey- 
black plateau of refuse. It is the old dance 
hall. A do>ir in the second floor stands open, 
from the top of its frame, an old olcctric lamp- 
holder juts out, A miserable, foreboding 
building— to think of tlie dances thai must 
have gone on there. 1 .vvmpathire with the 
building, I can see why it is so sad. 

The countryside liccomcs more and more 
like the fairyland of some madman's creation, 
Ragged like its inh.nbitants. 1 ride Into tlic 
half-destroyed refining .«ection of the mine. A 
few brick walls stand, only to make the wind 
whistle when its sharp voice roods through 
,them. In front of this section arc two im- 
ipicnsc silica heaps, blowing blindness into 
yoiir eyes as you approach. They are tre- 
mendous, imposing, imfinishcd pyramids, hid- 
ing tlie horiîon hills behind them. 

Two men and some boys are working 
around the pl.'sfc. digging up scrap metal. 
There is much manganese steel around, and 
they get seventeen dollars _ a ton for it. I 
guess it goes into some "eastern Canadian port' 
and off to Japan, at least most of it used to. 
The two men arc former miners. Ossie, a 
miadle-aged man with several days growth of 
beard, tells me that thc;;mîn"c \cas one of the 
dcepcA m the world, it goes down to about a 
depth of almost six thousand feet A mile of 
hole! 

ATX inclined railway ran into the hills to 
the mine shaft. There is nothing left of it now 
save some poles and several hundred sleepers 
rotting in the ground. You can't use a bike 
hert I took my camera and started to walk.

The C'ommliicc 
Is conducting the drive in Ihc best way 11 
knows liow, but if anyone can suggest im- 
provements, do by all mcun.s present your 
ideas. Wo are all working for the same cause 
— a more successful campaign is our common 
goal, 

Criticism Offercil 
An editorial appearing in Iho Daily at the 
beginning of the wwk generally sums up the 
criticism offered by students in the past. The 
main items emphasize<l were the lack of re 
ceipts, identification of canvassers and the fact 
that the campaign is usually conducted in a 
haphazard and unbusinesslike manner. This 
column will discuss all of the above factors, 
and will, we hope, clear up whalevcr con- 
fusion that may exist. 

First, n.s rcj;aid.s rocoipis, every canvasser is 
equipped with receipt forms and is instructed 
to give them on request regardless of Ihc 
size of the contribution. Furthermore, lor 
sums of 2.00 and over, receipts will be issued 
aulomalieall)-, the initiative in this case being 
taken by the collector. 

Printed identification forms for collectors 
are not available. Wc would, however, like to 
place the following considerations before the 
student body. First lhat the Campaign as a 
whole is undertaken by McGill students and 
especially by the Committee, on a purely vol 
untary basis in recognition of iho presence of 
need and of our responsibility - towards helps 
ing provide for that need. This is a Charity 
venture conducted amonBst|Siirsclve«. 

Second, we do not:" have the funds with 
which to provide siicTi Identification. It was 
suggested in the above-mentioned Daily Edi 
torial that such funds be obtained from the 
chàrliableîtorganisations concerned. Actually 
funds liave not only been received from these 
organisations but also from many other 
sources as will be subsequently shown. It was 
felt that the money could bo more advantage- 
ously spent in covering much more important 
expenses, such as advertising and secretarial. 

Finally wo would suggest that the posses 
sion of receipts can serve as satisfactory iden 
tilication since only authorized canva-'scrs 
have access to those, or if this be not suffi 
j^ient a phone call to George C. McDonald 
e(LA. 2247), who has on hand a complete list 
and description, and will establish the status 
of any individual connected with the cam 
paign. 

Campaign Organisation 

The Campaign Committee of other years 
has also been criticized for conducting the 
drive In a slovenly and otherwise thoroughly 
unbusinesslike manner. This wo consider 1 
be perhaps the most serious charge. There 
fore wo shall outline briefly our organisation 
and let the student body at large be the judge 
As Is generally the ca.se In such circum.slBnces 
the Committee lakes the form of a pyramid 
At the top v/e have the Ifonourary Chairman, 
Principal .Jamcs.

PHYSICAL EFnCIENCY TESTS 

In the near future all Platoons scheduled (or Physical Training will 
find themselves confronted by an entirely different type of program 
from that which they have so far followed. The t'cason (or this Is that the 
Department of Physical Education is about to commence a aeries of 
Physical Efficiency Tests and once atarled will continue to carry them 
on until every last man in the McGiU Reserve Battalion has been given 
an ctflcicney rating, 

Tlic Tests are four in number and are destined to disi-over the degree 
to which each .student po.sse.sscs the fundaiiienlal .■ilreiiglh, skill and co 
ordination to perform the basic activities of Ruiuiing. Jumping, Throwing 
and Climbing. The events which go to make up the tests have been 
carefully chosen with reference to lime, facilities, apace and their pre- 
dictability. They have been based on the results of experiments carried 
out by vyious autliorltles In the field 6t Efficiency Testing and with a 
di-'tlncl view to the demands made upon a person not only in ordinary 
life but in the more specific field of Army Life. 

The tests will show each student how he compare; with the mass ol 
the other student."; enlisted in the McOIII Rceervc Batlslion and they will 
show him how he compares with University Students and IToung Men 
at large. 

Naturally there will be students who will rale low on the Physical 
Efficiency Scale. For these ttie tests should be of particular value for 
they will show him his weaknesses and point to the ateps which he 
must take to ovoicome his dcticlcnces. 

From the results of the tests the Physical Directors will shape the 
course of their program so that every last student can be brought up to 
par before the end of the season. 

Ambitious students who fall below the accepted standards ,wlll have 
the opportunity of speeding \ip their progress of development In a apeela] 
Efficiency-Conditioning SchooV which will be organized and conducted 
purely for their benefit. This will be carried on entirely ouUldo of the
